2. Reported to DCI that agreement had been reached with Lemnitzer (JCS) 
respecting the Summary Evaluation paper. There was a brief discussion as ocviAQ 
to whether CIA would employ ^^^■■^^^■orior tc^h^time when the studv 

was ..completed. The General expressed the view that should be paid kDAlAya 

by the JCS throughout the study since he wa s the JCS nominee. I requested 
that we be authorized to negotiate on this point and indicated that the

3. Informed DCI that FI should be commended because of its advance notice 
of the Colombian insurrection. 


Ii. Mentioned to DCI the rather ominous build-up on the ground, in the 
air and in propaganda respecting Korea, Gave as my personal evaluation that 
this ivas primarily a defensive build-up but might well involve some form of 
spoiling attack; ny best estimate as to time being the middle of February. 

Informed DCI that this entire subject was under review by 0/CI who would 
forward any information to the Watch Committee, who would then review the 
evidence. 

5. Gave the DCI the summary AE estimate which he was not prepared to 
read today and then gave it to Mr, Dulles. Informed both DCI and D/DCI 
that when they had a chance to read the report, I wished to brief them 
orally on certain aspects thereof. 

6. DCI indicated that it would be desirable to brief Mr. Wilson and 
several Senior Defense Department appointees prior to January 20. DCI 

stated that this would be a relatively high-level briefing on the activities 25X1 A9a 
and functions of CIA. I have requested notify all Offices of 

this possibility and request preparation oj^ro^r briefing matter. This 
might be along the lines of our DD/l and IAD briefings of other Agency officials 
although it would contain much less detail. DCI indicated that this should be 
a relatively fancy-dress briefing.
